d. Detection of contaminated areas The approach was conducted 
hy three-man reconnaissance teams with two of the men out in a 
flanking movement and the third going through the center. This 
team, clad in impermeahle clothing, set skull and crosshones 
flags (black and white) around the entire gassed area. Warning 
messages were sent to advancing troops. The team took a sample 
of the air in the gassed area with the Rsn, Detector Kit, 3KHR-4, 
idenliifled the gas, and determined how it was disseminated. 
Decontamination of an area could he accomplished by using a 
mixture of white lime and dirt, by firSs or possibly hy merely 
covering with earth.
